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Second School To 
Be Closed 


In The Fall 


By Linda S. Corbett 


A second Andover elementary school 
will likely be closed by fall 

The school committee -took its first 
public look at another closing Tuesday 
night, as a means toward slashing next 
year’s proposed budget by up to a million 
dollars. 

While a closing would mean redistric- 
ting of the whole town, indications are that 
it might save people and programs that 
would otherwise be lost to Proposition 2 

Committeeman Donald Robb took the 
first leap into the touchy school closing 
territory 

When the board voted to close Doherty 
School last spring, he said, they an- 
ticipated that if enrollments continued to 
decline, another elementary closing was 
only a few years away 


Prop. 2%, he said Tuesday njght, has 
only hastened that process 
Robb moved that the administration 


return with updated enrollment projec- 
tions, along with the estimated impact of 
closing an elementary school next year 
The budget review had begun Tuesday 
night with the committee once again look- 


ing at the costs of extra-curricular ac- 
tivities, interscholastic sports and the 
like 


Robb said there was one another area he 
wanted to expiore before making any hard 
decision on where the cuts—now es- 
timated at between $750,000 and $1.25 
million—would come from 

It's more and more evident that a very 
major and drastic step is going to be 
needed,’ he said 

So far, he said, the system continues to 
lose students, and the projections seem to 
be holding about where they thought they 
would 

At most, he said, they would be closing a 
school two years earlier than if there had 
never been a 242 

Committeeman John Eaton seconded 
the motion, and they got the unanimous 
support of their three colleagues 

Joseph Finn said he favored the move 

‘in terms of leaving no stone unturned”’ in 

their budget talks, and added that he did 
feel another closing ‘‘wasn’t that far 
away, based on the numbers.” 

Because of the circumstances, he said, 

maybe the closing could be justified 
now.’ 

tobb noted that it would also give the 
committee another view of the ‘Finn

\ few weeks ago, Finn proposed an in 
creased pupil-teacher ratio for next year, 
as a means of cutting teacher salaries out 
the budget.

cond closing would mean redistricting the 
entire elementary population, and Robb 
interjected: ‘“That would in fact have to 
happen, whether it happens in two years 
or three years.”’ 

Richard Neal added that ‘‘We may have 
to reduce $1.25 million from the budget, 
and it’s not easy to find that much in ac- 
counts or programs.’ 

‘I’m not advocating closing a school,’ 
he said, ‘“‘but the kinds of dollars we're 
talking...this is the kind of avenue that has 
to be explored.’ 

Neal suggested they look at more than 
one school as a candidate for closing, and 
evaluate each in terms of energy con- 
sumption, efficiency, number of students 
who would have to be placed elsewhere 
the space that would be left in the schools 
to which the pupils are redistricted, what 
potential would be left if some growth 
spurt comes along, and what other uses 
could be made of the closed building 

School Chairman Elaine Viehmann said 
that “in one sense her’’ concerns about

Repaired 


A damaged pump at the Riverina 
Road pumping station has been 
repaired and was scheduled to be 
put back in operation early this 
week, the town manager reported 
last Friday. 


But the repairs are temporary at 
best, Town Manager Jared S.A. 
Clark emphasized, and the pump’s 
newly-repaired impeller still must 


- be replaced. Impellers are now on 


order for both of the station’s two 
pumps, he said. 
“There is no way to know how 


long the repair job will last,’’ the 


manager explained. ‘The thing 


- could fly apart as soon as we turn it 


on, although that’s not too likely.”’ 


While the 17-year-old pump was 
out for repairs, the town was left 
without a backup pump, and heavy 
rains could have caused some 
problems at the pumping station. 

Clark had planned to ask the 
selectmen to place a moratorium 
on new sewer connections, but the 
speedy repair job on the damaged 
pump made it unnecessary. 

“We are no longer in that 
emergency situation,”’ he explain- 
ed. 

Director of Public Works Robert 
McQuade said Monday that Sun- 
day’s rains caused ‘‘no problems”’ 
for the single pump. The repaired 
pump was expected to be put back 
in action yesterday, he added 


Community 
Center 
i Torn Down 


The ‘‘end of a chapter’’ in 
Ballardvale’s history was marked 
last week, when the aged Ballard- 
vale Community Center building 
was finally torn down, the town 
manager reported Friday. 


The building, which housed a 
branch library as well as communi- 
tv meeting rooms, was condemned 
as unsafe a year ago, and its door 
closed to the community. 


But Ballardvale residents, stunn- 
ed by the unexpected closing, 
fought for weeks to save the 
building. They urged town officials 
to study the possibility of 
renovating the building instead of 
tearing it down, and inserted a last- 
minute article in the town warrant 
requesting a $100,000 appropriation 


to repair the building. 

However, by the time town 
meeting was called to order in 
April, the citizens had resigned 
themselves to accepting a study 
showing it would cost at least $300,- 
‘000 to repair the community 
center. 

The residents therefore withdrew 
their article, asking instead that 
town meeting add $3,400 to the 


Memorial Hall Library budget to « 
fund a new branch library in the © 


‘Vale. The voters supported that 
motion. 

Last month a new reading room 
was opened in the former Corner 
Cupboard building in Ballardvale, 
with much of the renovations in the 
building done by the residents 
themselves.

Heralding spring at the 


Museum of the American 
China Trade in Milton, 
‘‘From the Flowery 
Kingdon Chinese 


Botanical Painting, 1829” 
will open March 4 and con- 
tinue through June 28 

This exhibition of 45 
framed gouache paintings 
on paper is centered on the 
Farquahar Collection, a 
rare two-volume set of 
books containing 100 
botanical illustrations 
painted in 1829. The pain- 
tings in this special exhibi- 
tion are augmented by 
various porcelains—jar- 
dinieres, bough pots, gar- 
den seats, plates—and 
books from the collectons 

Painted for the China 
trade, and now found most- 
ly in England, these 
botanical paintings repre- 
sent one of the many 
decorative arts produced 
by Chinese artisans for ex- 
port to the flourishing 
Western market. The 
period spanning the late 
18th and early 19th cen- 
turies has been called the 
“golden age of botanical il- 
lustration.”’ Rich, strong 
colors bow to Western 
taste; graceful composi- 
tion represents the Chinese 
aesthetic Chinese 
botanical painting, both on 
paper and on porcelain, in- 
tegrates Asian mastery of 
the brush with analytical 
attention to detail demand- 
ed by Western taste 

One translation of the 
characters for China reads 
‘‘flowery kingdom 
Flowers abound in China. 
Love of flowers was an an- 
cient passion, pursued by 
all classes of people 
through China’s long 
history. And flowers have 
been central as a theme in 
Chinese religion, art and 
commerce since the Han 
Dynasty (206 B.C. to 220 
A.D.). By the 12th and 13th 
centuries, a high level of 
naturalistic painting was 
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reached in the ‘‘bird and 
flower’ paintings, now 
highly prized by collectors 
Flowers were illustrated 
in all media: textiles, 
carpets, lacquer objects, 
ceramics, wood and metal 
wares 

Of the flowers illustrated 
in this exhibition, most are 
now commonplace in the 
United States. Such shrubs, 
trees and plants as 
rhododendron, azalea, 
lilac, peach, sweet orange, 
ginko, clematis, magnolia 
and chrysanthemum

Satisfied that they have ‘‘a very good 
skeleton’’ to work with, planning board 
members are now ready to roll up their 
sleeves and begin fleshing out a draft 
proposal for. a multi-family housing 
amendment to the zoning bylaw 


Philip Herr, consultant to the planning 
board, met with the planners Tuesday 
night to answer their questions on the 
draft bylaw he has developed, based on ‘‘a 
variety of materials’ submitted to him by 
Director of Community Development and 
Planning Rhys Kear. 

Planner David Gravallese told the con- 
sultant the draft bylaw is ‘‘a great struc- 
ture, because it allows us to make al! 
kinds of policy decisions.”’ 

The board must now address the ‘‘major 
policy issues,’’ Gravallese added, and 
‘‘make the bylaw conform “to our 
priorities.”’ 

But board member Andrew Girdwood 
said he is not yet certain what those policy 
issues are: ‘‘It would be helpful to discuss 
among the board members just what we 
are trying to accomplish,’ he suggested. 
‘“‘What do we want this bylaw to do?”’ 

Chairman Frank McBride indicated that 
he expects the board to “‘settle on one 
direction in four or five weeks,”’ in time 
for public hearings the board hopes to hold 
in mid-March. 

“We will start going over this draft 
point by point in working meetings,” 
McBride told the board. ‘‘We haven't tied 
down the specific criteria yet, but hopeful- 
ly we will by the end of the month.” 

The planners will also meet with the 
selectmen on Monday, Feb. 23, to discuss 
the issues that will be addressed in the 
bylaw. 

‘One of the big issues facing us is the 
identification of specific areas of town 
where these developments could be built,”’ 
Gravallege told Herr. McBride called that 
issue ‘‘one of the biggest fears we have to 


separate amendment 

‘First you establish the type of district 
you want to create, and then you specify 
where it can exist,’ Herr recommended 

You can put the principals of the location 
into the bylaw, and then indicate where 
you would support such housing.’ 

McBride said he does not believe the 
town will be ‘‘flooded with a lot of sites 
(proposed for multi-family housing). I 
think people will be hard-pressed to find 
more than four or five sites for this in the 
town, once we put down our re- 
quirements.”’ 

Herr’s draft bylaw is based on an 
“overlay’’ zone, so that the density and 
other requirements of the original zone re- 
main intact after it is rezoned for multi- 
family housing. 

The bylaw proposes that town meeting 
approve a district for multi-family hous- 
ing, while the planning board be given the 
power to grant a special permit for a 
specific development without further town 
meeting action 

The bylaw would also encourage 
builders to consider the town’s priorities, 
by allowing a developer to increase the 
density of a development if certain 
criteria are met. 


According to the draft, these "density 
bonuses’’ would be offered to a developer 
for building subsidized or ‘‘affordable”’ un- 
its, for limiting the size of units, locating a 
development within one mile of a business 
district, using renewable energy 
resources, preserving open space, 
providing special buffers from surroun- 
ding property, or for building in ‘'visual 
harmony”’ with surroundings 


Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark, in a 
December memo to the planners and the 
selectmen, has recommended that multi- 
family housing be limited to what the 
town’s existing water, sewer, and other 
utility systems can support. 

The manager also favors locating new

John Fulton of Wynwood Associates was 
asked for his comments on the draft bylaw 
Tuesday night. Wynwood had hoped to 
build a 48-unit townhouse development on 
Andover Street under a zoning bylaw

Fulton noted that the planners ‘‘are talk- 
ing about what we wanted to build. We 
would have fit into this kind of thing.

But it will be our 
best efforts.”’ ; 

‘‘We can sit back and say, we'll never 
get this done—there are just too many 
things to cover,’’ he said. ‘“‘But we can’t 
forget that we promised to bring this back 
to annual town meeting. Town meeting 
will decide if we'll have this or not.”’

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Four Buyers Show Interest In Bradlee 


Hope for a new life for the long-aban 
donned Bradlee School in Ballardvale is on 
the horizon: The school has been opened to 
bids from developers, and the town man 
ager expects four would-be buyers to sub 
mit bids by the March 9 deadline, he said 
Friday 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark said 
that four potential buyers two of them 
local and two from out of town have 
expressed an interest in the school. How 
ever, the manager said he will not know 
what the four parties have in mind for the 
property until their bids are opened 

If an acceptable bid is, submitted, the 
manager and selectmen may ask the an- 
nual town meeting to approve a direct sale 
to the bidder, side-stepping the need to sell 
the building at public auction 

The ‘‘major focus” of the sale will be on 
the “historic preservation § of the school 
and the compatibility of any additional 
construction with the existing building, 
Clark explained 

He added that any housing development 
proposed for the site, whether single or 
multi-family, would have to be ‘‘compati- 
ble with the neighborhood 

The manager said he is anxious to see 
the building sold as soon as possible be- 
cause the school ‘has been in Ballardvale 
for too long now in a deteriorating condi- 
tion. It’s unfair to the residents, and it's a 
blighting influence on the center of Bal- 
lardvalee’ 

The Ballardvale Village Improvement 
Society has already recommended to the 
selectmen that the school be demolished 
and the land sold for single-family housing 
only 

The Andover Historical Commission, 
however, has requested that the school be 
preserved and reused for multi-family 
housing “‘or another compatible use,” 
Clark explained 

‘My hope is to have both the historical 
commission and the Ballardvale Village 
Improvement Society sit in on my evalu 
tion of the proposals, and assist me in an 
advisory capacity, he said. Clark will 
make a recommendation to the selectmen 
and town meeting

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Selectmen Peruse DPW Budget 


The selectmen began taking a close look 
at the town budget Monday night, starting 
with the $3 million Public Works budget, 
and the director of Public Works was on 
hand to explain his budget requests and 
answer the board’s questions. 

The DPW budget is up five and one half 
percent over its Fiscal Year 1981 budget, 
Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark told the 
board, even though the department’s staff 
has not been increased for 10 years. There 
are currently two and one-half vacancies 
on the staff, bringing the personne! level 
below what it was 10 years ago. 

Director of Public Works Robert 
McQuade explained that the five and one- 
half percent increase could be attributed 
to the rising cost of “fuel, power and 
chemicals. Those are the only places the 
budget is up.” 

But the manager said he is now planning 
to review the energy budgets for all town 
departments, and may have to submit new 
budget requests, in light of President 
Reagan's recent deregulation of oil prices 

Clark pointed out that this “‘isn’t the 
first year we’ve taken a slice out of the 
DPW budget,”’ and the selectmen listened 
to McQuade’s and the manager’s ex-

The board will return to the budget with 
an eye toward making some cuts at a later 
date 

The largest increase among DPW’s 11 
divisions (including the administration) is 
in the water department: McQuade’s 
$938,814 budget request for that division is 
up $87,991 over last year’s budget. 

The director cited the increased energy 
costs of operating the water filtration 
plant as the reason for that increase 

The increase also included $33,000 to 
help fight an algae outbreak in the drink- 
ing water supply, McQuade told Select- 
man Edward Harris, who questioned that 
increase. 

The next largest increase is in forestry, 
budgeted at $143,400 and up $50,007 over 
last year’s budget. 

That increase includes $14,000 to replace 
the hydraulic sprayer used to battle gypsy 
moths. Only shade trees adjacent to public 
ways will be sprayed, McQuade said. 

Also increasing is the sewer budget: The 
$304,279 request is up $43,214 over last 
year’s budget. That total includes an es- 
timated $552,692 for a contract with the 
Greater Lawrence Sanitary District, and 
salaries for three employees. 

If Proposition 2% continues, the town 
might have to increase sewer users fees 
until they totally support the sewer divi- 
sion, Clark indicated. 

The manager said he expects town 
roadways to fall victim to belt-tightening 
in the highway department, which in- 
cludes a $846,778 budget request up $5,708 
from last year. 

A plan to repave all roads every seven 
years was abandoned three years ago, 
Clark explained, and there is little hope it 
will be resumed. ‘‘We will begin to see the 
roads break up,” he predicted, ‘‘and alli 
we'll do is just patch them.’’ 

McQuade said that no new projects will 
be undertaken—‘‘other than normal 
maintenance’’—pointing out that the last 
new sidewalk in town was built three 
years ago on a section of Red Spring Road. 

He added that all town playing fields, 
totalling more than 27 acres, are cared for 
by a staff of eight. 

Other DPW budget increases include 
solid waste, $361,307, up $17,587; and 
street lighting, $165,000, up $3,000. 

For several divisions, McQuade has sub- 
mitted decreased budget requests, in- 
cluding: administration, $66,222, down $1,- 

415; parks, $142,549. down $9,661; vehicle 
maintenance, $274,978, down $4,830; 
engineering, $66,980, down $385, and Spr- 
ing Grove Cemetery, $64,684, down $11,842.

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Tower Study Group Focuses On Issues 


Members of the Tower Study Com- 
mittee, working towards a zoning bylaw 
amendment for the annual town meeting, 
have laid the groundwork for the amend- 
ment by identifying the key issues in- 
volved, committee members told the plan- 
ning board Tuesday night 


‘“‘We are trying to be very sensitive to 
the issues associated with towers,’’ com- 
mittee spokesman Edward Johanson of 54 
Rocky Hill Road told the planners. “‘We 
want to come up with something we can 
live with, and something our neighbors 


can live with.” 

Towers are currently ‘“‘not permitted 
within the scope of the zoning 
bylaw,’ Director of Community Develop- 
ment and Planning Rhys Kear explained. 

But the Zoning Board of Appeals 
suggested that a tower amendment be 
developed because increasing numbers of 
residents want to build towers for wind- 
mills or ham radia antennas. 

Johanson said the committee is studying 
ways to ‘‘minimize the height of towers 
without hampering their effectiveness.”’ 
Towers for windmills must be ap- 
proximately 80 feet high, so that the 
blades of a wind turbine can clear An- 


and access to the towers 
Committee members are also in- 

terested in time limits that could be set on 
tower permits. ‘‘If someone wants to put 
up a tower that would take 15 to 20 years to 
pay for itself, and he can get only a two- 
year tower permit—that would be a very 
difficult economic decision to make,” 
Johanson explained 

Planning board chairman Frank 
McBride said the planners are concerned 
with all of those issues: Board members 
also expressed some concern over the 
appearance of towers 

Most towers are triangular structures 
made of galvanized steel with supporting 
steel pipes crisscrossing the structure 
Some towers are free-standing and some 
have guy wires, Johanson said.

Chairman McBride suggested that pian- 
ning board representatives attend the next 
meeting of the tower committee to ‘hash 
out’’ specific points of the proposed bylaw 
amendment.

Andover's school bus system runs pretty 
smoothly, the school committee was told

And what few problems there are, Com 
mitteeman Joseph Finn added somewhat 
facetiously, ‘‘are going to be solved by 
Prop. 24 

Principal Isabelle Dobbie and Transpor 
tation Coordinator Kathleen Casey 
presented the transportation review to the 
committee, and Finn followed up with 
some of his Budget/Proposition 2'2 
philosophies 

He said he supports busing only to the 
state requirements—elementary 
youngsters who livé more than a mile and 
a half from school and secondary 
youngsters who live more than two 
miles—instead of Andover’s present

Furthermore, he said, he favors a little- 
known law that says school systems can 
require youngsters to walk up to a mile to 
their bus stops. 

‘We're catering to a large number of 
parents,’ Finn said, by making frequent 
stops at their requests. 

He’said he has often followed buses on 
their rounds and that it is ‘‘really dis- 
gusting’’ how often they stop 

‘‘They sometimes stop every few 
yards,’ he said 

‘‘We just can’t afford to do this kind of 
thing at the expense of the taxpayers 


He said he realizes that parents may 
worry about the safety of a particular bus 
stop, but in areas where they are concern- 
ed, he said they can take turns watching 
over the stop 

“I'd rather have teachers and programs 
here,’ he said, ‘than such door-to-door 
bus service.”’ 

If the present level of service continues,

School Nurses Perform Variety Ot Services

\ child with a stomach ache ra 
headache 1 cough. a cut knee needs 
someone to turn to for care and comiort 
ing. At home, it’s usually mother or father 
who's ready with the bandaids and kisses 
but at school, it’s the schoot nurse who's 
there to make it better 

The four full-time nurses in Andover s 
schools do more than take temperatures 
and send ailing little ones home: Today 
they're finding themselves increasingly 
involved in preventative screening pro 
grams, informal counseling, home visits 
and classroom education, says Acting 
Head Nurse Barbara Whiteside, R.N 
B.S 

But Whiteside — who is fillmg in as head 
nurse for Gertrude Kefferstan, on a leave 
of absence this year — says the nurses still 
spend most of their days caring for chil 
dren who come to them with ‘“‘various 
problems, from fevers to accidents at 
recess to school phobia 

In addition to Whiteside, who covers 
Bancroft and East Junior High School, the 
school nurses are Jean Canavan at South 
Shawsheen and Sanborn; Beverly Fels 
berg at West Junior High and West E! 
ementary, and Ann Wilkins at the high 
school 

About 20 to 30 children visit their school 
nurse's office each day, Whiteside esti- 
mates, with that number changing accora- 
ing to the season. While the flu season 
seems to be subsiding, chicken pox is now 
on the rise, she notes. 


Many children wander into the nurse's 
office simply because they are tired of 
being in school, or looking for a little 
affection: *‘A lot of the kids who come in 
saying they don’t feel good really just need 
someone to talk to and a pat on the head,” 
Whiteside explains. ‘‘I see a lot more of 
that at the junior high schools, where I do 
a lot of counseling.” 

Grammar school children most often 
complain of upset stomachs or playground 
“bumps and bruises,’ Whiteside says, 
while junior high school students are 
usually suffering from athletic accidents 
or ‘‘want someone to talk to.”’ High school 
students often seek counseling for ‘‘social 
problems,” she adds. 

The nurses try to keep their younger 
patients in school whenever possible, 
Whiteside says, sending them home only if 
they have fevers or are otherwise ‘‘too 
sick to function 

Beyond the routine problems, school 
nurses often deal with dramatic moments 
as well. Whiteside recalls one East Junior 
High student who rushed into the clinic 
one day last fall, screaming that he had 
been bitten in the head by a wasp and was 
allergic to insect stings 

‘‘T couldn't believe it,’ she remembers. 
‘Just the week before a doctor had given 
us an inservice education program on al- 
lergies and beestings, and within minutes 
this student started to break out with all 
the symptoms the doctor had described to 
us. Right before my eyes, his eyes started 
closing, he broke out in hives. I had never 
seen a reaction like that 

Whiteside could not contact the boy's 
parents, but eventually a neighbor was 
found who could bring the boy to a hospital 
emergency room 

It is usually the playground accidents 
that ‘‘stick out in your mind, the nurse 
says, such as the little boy who fell and hit 
his head on the ice at Bancroft on the day 
before Christmas vacation and was rushed 
away in an ambulance (he was fine later) 
Or the little girl, also at Bancroft, who fell

down at recess and came in complaining, 
‘My leg hurts.’ When she took her hand 
away from her leg, the child revealed a 
gash that required 22 stitches 

But there are also light-hearted mo- 
ments, Whiteside says. ‘‘Sometimes little 
ones come in doubled over, holding their 
stomachs and complaining of pain. Then 
after we look at them and tell them 
they're all right, they straighten right up 
and just walk away. 

“The little ones are so much fun,” she 
adds. ‘‘They have such enthusiasm — they 
can really bring you back down to earth.” 
Whiteside also enjoys working with junior 
high sghool students, even though she ac- 
knowledges that they ‘‘can be obnoxious at 
times. But they are learning to grow up, 
testing their wings.” 

In addition to caring for the children, 
school nurses handle a number of other 
responsibilities, the nurse explains. They 
test students’ vision and hearing, screen 
fifth- through eighth-graders for scoliosis 
(curvature of the spine’ and screen kin- 
dergarteners and first-graders for special 
hearing problems, all annually 

The nurses play an important part in 
screening children before they enter kin- 
dergarten: In addition to testing the pre- 
schoolers hearing, they interview parents 
and answer any questions the parents 
might have 

The nurses also screen teachers and 
other school personnel for tuberculosis 
biannually, and for hypertension every 
May, as well as participate in community

health programs such as flu screenings 

The nurses are also part of the schools 
Core evaluation teams; they make home 
visits to ‘assess the home situation and 
the development of a child outside of 
school’ when an evaluation is requested 
by a parent, teacher, or school staffer 

Teachers often call on the nurses to 
share their expertise on health issues with 
students in the classroom, Whiteside says 

I think children see the nurse as a techni 
cian in her field, as a specialist in health, 
and as such maybe they listen to her a 
little more on topics like hygiene 


It is also the nurses’ role to keep com- 
plete health records on every student, as 
required by state law, and to know exactly 
when each student is due for an immuniza 
tion or physical examination. And it is the 
school nurse who keeps files of telephone 
numbers where parents can be reached in 
case of an emergency 

This year, the four nurses are being 
assisted for the first time by five full-time 
and two part-time health aides. (In past 
years, health aides have worked only part- 
time hours.) The aides are specially 
trained to work with the school nurses, 
and also know basic first aid and cardio- 
pulmonary resuscitation (CPR). 

By filling in for the nurses at the schoo! 
clinics, the health aides allow the nurses 
more time for classroom work and home 
visits, Whiteside notes. But more impor- 
tantly, she adds, a nurse or health aide is 
now available ail day at every school 
coverage that was not possible in the past 


We are not at an ideal situation now, 
she says, explaining that a school could 
still be left without health coverage if a 
nurse is called to another school on an 
emergency. ‘‘But we are coming close to 
the ideal, and it is working out very well 

However, Whiteside now fears that 
Proposition 22 may force the schools to 
cut back on health services, and she would 
“hate to see that, especially after this 
year s coverage. It would be a step back- 


ward 

‘We've been warned that every school 
program will feel the pinch. But health 
service is very important, she com- 
ments. “‘And this is a very health-con- 
scious community — both the parents and 
the kids are very aware of their health 

“Kids today expect that when they get 
ill, there'll be someone there for them to 
go to. It’s usually Mom, but they feel the

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Historians have long assumed that 
primitive conditions in the New World fun- 
damentally altered the ways of the 
English settlers in New England. 

David Grayson Allen challenges that 
assumption in his new book, ‘‘In English 
Ways,”’ published by The University of 
North Carolina Press for the Institute of 
Early American History and Culture at 
Williamsburg, Va. 

Allen reveals that settlers in five 
Massachusetts towns—Rowley, Hingham, 
Ipswich, Watertown, and Newbury—gave 
up as little of their former ways of living 
as possible. 

In each town, the settlers came from the 
same general English locality and shared

common social and economic experiences 
As a result, Allen says, the communities 
not only perpetuated their local English 
ways but also kept distinctive types of 
agriculture, land systems, leaders, and 
local governments 

In Rowley, the stable but static ways of 
the manor-dominated EastRriding of 
Yorkshire prevailed. Both practiced far- 
ming in common and a system of govern- 
ment that was democratic. 

Hingham was very different from 
Rowley but remarkably like old Hingham 
in Norfolk, England. Both old and new 
maintained a local oligarchy of important 
families and farmed on a land system of 
open and closed fields. 

In the towns of Ipswich and Watertown, 
East Anglian English patterns were 
transplanted. The urban men of Ipswich 
fostered mercantile enterprise on an im- 
pressive scale. In Ipswich as in English 
boroughs, ‘‘principal’’ men ran the 
government. Although Watertwon was 
more rural, a small body of selectmen 
also ruled there. 

Newbury’s inability to create a cohesive 
community was largely the result of cons- 
tant agitation from men of different 
backgrounds. Divergent traditions from 
several regions in the West Country coun- 
ties of Wiltshire and Hampshire failed to 
merge in that town. 

English ways continued in these New 
England towns, Allen says, until the late 
17th century. By then, New Englanders of 
a later generation were forging an un- 
mistakably new society in spite of 
themselves. Even so, as earlier English- 
style practices at the town level declined, 
they were replaced by a system, equally 
English, of superintendence by a local 
gentry, the county court, and other in- 
stitutions that were like those of English 
provincial life at the time

American History. The book has detailed 
appendixes that list the local origins and 
other genealogical information about hun- 
dreds of early New England immigrants 
Allen also suggests sources useful for 
identifying emigrants and assessing their 
socio-economic backgrounds 

A former associate editor of The Adams 
Papers for the Massachusetts Historical 
Society, Allen is a fellow at the Charles 
Warren Center for Studies in American 
History at Harvard University.

The couple eventually founded the Co- 
lombo Yogurt Co. in 1929, beginning the 
business in a plant on Argilla Road. Sales 
eventually reached $8 million. They also 
sold braided Syrian and Armenian 
cheeses. The business was sold to Bon 
Grain of Versailles, France in 1977. «

WASHINGTON -- For a 
dozen frustrating years, 
Ronald Reagan has been 
directing his main attack 
upon government spending. 

ow he is in charge of gov- 
ernment spending, and he 
has his meat cleaver sharp- 
ened and ready to hack 
away at the federal budget. 

A few days ago, he met 
—s with Senate 

inance Committee chair- 
man Robert Doie, R-Kan. 
Then the president called in 
other key members of the 
committee to join the 
huddle. 

Reagan was amiable but 
firm. He told the senators 
bluntly that he favored 
massive, across-the-board 
budget cuts. There would be 
no sacred cows, he said. 

The president told the 
senators that his figures 
were still in the formative 
stage. But he has in mind 
cuts of $12 billion to $14 bil- 
lion for the first year. This 
could go as high as $25 bil- 
lion to $40 billion the follow- 


“or: 

e senators gave him a 
preview of the reaction he 
could expect from Capitol 
Hill. All of them favor budg- 
et cuts, as long as someone 
else’s projects get cut. 

For example, Reagan 
indicated he wants a sub- 
stantial cut in the food 
stamp program. But this 
would hurt the farmers who 
produce the food. And Dole 
represents Kansas, a state 
that abounds with farmers. 
The proposal to cut the food 
stamp program, therefore, 
got a cold reception from 
Dole. 


Cutting the budget will be 
tougher than Reagan thought 


Other senators spoke up to 
defend federal projects in 
their home states. Sen. Rus- 
sell Long, D-La., for exam- 
ple, kept repeating: “Now 
don’t cut my Air Force 
bases.” 

At least the new president 
came out of the secret meet- 
ing with a better under- 
standing of the ways of 
Washington. 

Meanwhile, Reagan’s 
chief budget adviser, David 
Stockman, has raised a howl 
behind closed White House 
doors. He has accused the 
federal government of 
“laundering” the taxpayers’ 
money. 

What he is upset about is 
the Federal Financing Bank, 
a key component of the 
government’s multibillion- 
dollar lending system. Yet 
its financial outlays don’t 
appear anywhere in the fed- 
eral budget. 

Stockman has complained 
that the budget is “hemor- 
rhaging” from these loans. 
Here’s the way it works: A 
government agency makes a 
loan, and this obligation is 
then sold to the Financing 
Bank. There is a cost to the 

overnment because the 

easury Department must 
borrow money to make the 
loan, which doesn’t show up 
in the budget. By law, it 
seems, all the Federal 
Financing Bank’s business is 
“off-budget.”” 

If these credit programs 
were included in the budget, 
the deficit would balloon by 
about $18 billion. This would 
make it all the more diffi- 
cult, in the short run, for 
President Reagan to keep 
his campaign promise to 
balance the budget.

We have a suggestion for 
the president on how to com- 
bat the terrorists: He should 
begin by shaking up the 
State Department.

Suspended To Feb. 27 


The selectmen formally closed the 
public hearing against McCracken’s Wine 
and Spirits, 4 Poor St., Monday night, but 
not before a final sharp exchange between 
board members and the license-holder. 

The package store has been closed since 
last Wednesday, and will remain closed 
until Friday, Feb. 27, serving out the 20 
working-day suspension ordered by the 
selectmen after a Dec. 1 hearing. The 
board had found McCracken’s guilty of 
selling alcohol to a minor on June 30. 

The selectmen ordered the store closed 
Dec. 4 through Dec. 27. But McCracken’s 
remained open throughout December 
after license-holder William Buco ob- 
tained a court injunction to stop the 
selectmen’s order from taking effect until 
he could file an appeal with the state 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Commission. 

The ABCC upheld the board’s decision at 
a Jan. 22 hearing, and the license suspen- 
sion went into effect on Feb. 4, ten days 
after the hearing. 

Selectman Edward Harris told Stephen 
Buco, new manager of the package store, 
that he was ‘‘disturbed’’ to learn the store 
remained open all day on Dec. 4, even 
though the selectmen were not notified of 
Buco’s intent to file an appeal until 4:30 
p.m. that day. 

‘IT take offense at that,’’ Harris said

That short notice left McCracken’s ‘‘no 

option to appeal’ to the ABCC, he said, 
and forced the store owner to seek a court 
injunction: ‘‘The appeal remedy is useless 
if you have to close down before you can 
get to the ABCC.” 
The Superior Court injunction took effect 
immediately upon issuance, and copies 
were delivered to the town manager, 
police chief, and town clerk, Monteforte 
noted 

‘Technically, you're right,’’ he conced- 
ed. ‘But if you're going to suspend a 
license, it might not be a bad idea to give 
the license holder enough time to file an 
appeal, so that he .does not have to go to 
Superior Court to get an injunction.”,

Proposes 192 More Units At Complex 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


The owners of the Colonial Drive apart- 
ment complex on South Main Street would 
like to build 192 apartments with some 
condominiums at their site, with a total of 
44 apartments reserved for the elderly, 
but their request will have to win town 
meeting approval. 

August J. Colangelo of the Colonial 
Drive Realty Trust Tuesday night asked 
the Planning Board to support his proposal 
to rezone a 34-acre site, located behind the 
existing complex, from Single Residence 
C to apartment zone 

Colangelo first presented the plan to 
town officials in 1977, hoping to win town 
meeting aproval for the zoning change. 
However, he pulled his article from the 
town warrant when his plans failed to gain 
the planners’ support. 

The developer has now submitted two 
new plans for the additional apartments, 
with his 1977 request for 290 new 
apartments scaled down to 192 units. The 
new plans also include a more clustered 
design with more open space preserved, 
he explained. 

The new buildings would include 22 units 
for the elderly, while 22 units in the ex- 
isting 219-unit complex would also be 
reserved for the elderly, Colangelo said 
He believes the units would be eligible for 
section 8 federal funding to subsidize the 
rents 

In addition, he proposed to offer free 
mini-bus transportation from the com- 
plex, located near the North Reading line, 
to the center of town twice a day for elder- 
ly residents 

Colangelo told the planners he has little 
interest in building condominiums, but 
may hééd to sell “25 6F 30” of the néw un- 


‘is.agycondeni miqnys Anorveryteynakedhe / 
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‘I would rather keep it as apartments,”’ 
he said, ‘‘but we may have to sell some of 
them as condominiums to enable us to go 
ahead and finish the project, to supple- 
ment the cash flow.”’ 

He added that the owners have ‘‘no in- 
tention” of converting existing units into 
condominiums. Approximately 60 to 65 
elderly couples now live in the complex, 
he said. 

‘IT feel that Andover needs more 
apartments,”’ Colangelo said. ‘‘We have 
been here for 12 years, and for the past 
four years, we have had no vacancies. As 
fast as they move out, they move in.”’ 

The new units, as well as a new sewer 


“plant that would be needed to serve them, 


would not ‘‘‘cost Andover a dime,’ he 
emphasized. 

Planner Jack Tomlinson wondered how 
Colangelo tould build condominiums un- 
der an existing bylaw when former select- 
man Sidney P. White last fall proposed a 
new bylaw in order to build townhouses on 
an Andover Street parcel. That proposed 
bylaw was defeated by a special town 
meeting in November 

‘IT am really confused on this,’’ Tomlin- 
son said. ‘‘What is the difference between 
this proposal (Colangelo’s) and the one 
that was just emotionally voted on at town 
meeting?” 

Rhys Kear, director of Community 
Development and Planning, explained that 
the existing apartment zone bylaw does 
not deal with the form of ownership of un- 
its. ‘It’s very broad,’’ he told Tomlinson

A Difficult Decision 
Made Understandable 


The decision of Philip Wormwood to retire at the end of 
the school year, while regrettable, is an understandable 
one. 

Wormwood has been principal at Andover High since 
1961 and a member of the local school system for the 
past 30 years. He is a product of the Andover schools 
and among the few local graduates who have returned 
to eventually become educational administrators here. 

We must suppose that there has been a certain sense 
of accomplishment on his part and understandable 
pride in having had the opportunity to serve his com- 
munity in his chosen field.

Standex International Corporation 
(NYSE) reported a decline in earnings on 
a slight increase in sales in the second 
fiscal quarter ended Dec. 31, as compared 
with the same period last year.

while freefalling at speeds that reach 180 
mph. He has amassed more than 475

Refunds 
Rate Hike 


As the result of a natural 
gas rate decision by the 


Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission 
(FERC), Bay State Gas 


Co. began returning about 
$1.5 million to its 
customers this month. 

The refund was made 
possible when Bay State 
Gas Co. and other natural 
gas distributors challenged 
the rate increases charged 
in recent years by 
Tennessee Gas Pipeline 
and Algonquin Gas 
Transmission Col, 
suppliers of natural gas to 
Bay State Gas Co. and the 
region. 

When natural gas 
pipeline suppliers seek rate 
hikes from the FERC, the 
commission puts them into 
effect before ruling on 
them. Later, the supplier 
must return to gas com- 
panies such as Bay State 
any part of the increase 
which is not approved. The 
local gas companies then 
pass the refund along to the 
consumer 

The refund is being dis- 
tributed as a credit reduc- 
tion on monthly gas bills to 
all Bay State Gas 
customers. in_ the 
Massachusetts com- 
munities served by the 
company. 

A spokesman for the 
utility said typical residen- 
tial gas heating customers 
in the Springfield and 
Lawrence areas will be 
refunded approximately 
$9.24 during the year

The first ‘‘good news’ in the ‘‘energy”’ 
department in some time was brought to 
the school committee Tuesday night 

Supt Kenneth R. Seifert reported that a 
meeting with an official of Mass. Electric 
had turned up an $8,000 to $10,000 error in 
the fuel add-on charge last month. 

Seifert met with the utility because of 
skyrocketing electric costs in Andover 
schools—particularly at Andover High 
which is electrically heated—despite 


~ system-wide conservation efforts. 


Seifert had reported to the school com- 
mittee last week that the January fuel ad- 
justment charge at the high school alone 
was a whopping $25,000 

He said further investigation revealed 
that the school had been charged for two 
months, not one, and that the savings 
would be in the area of $8,000 to $10,000. 

Seifert said he is moving directly to get 
someone in to recommend further conser- 
vation measures, though he said he is 
pleased with attempts to save energy So 
far. 

He said they would be checking hourly 
printouts from BOSS, the computer watch- 
dog system, to see where special problems 
occur. And, he said, some Saturday ac- 
tivities will have to be colder, if the com- 
munity is going to continue to use the 
schools 

eifert said that comparative costs of all
